THE STATE ROAD LEASE, 


The Prohibition on Judge Willis Called in the &u- 
preme Court and Pesetponed. 

Yesterday in the supreme court the case 
was called relative to the state road lease: It 
will be remembered that some weeks ago 
Judge Willis heard in this city argument of 
counsel in the case of the State of Georgia vs, 
the Lessees of the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road. The questions raised as to 
the validity of the lease, in- 
voive the sufliciency of the bond and the 
ownership of a majority of the stock in the 
lease within the state of Georgia. Two elab- 
orate demurrers were tiled by counsel for the 
road, but both were overruled by Judge Wil- 
lis. Exceptions were taken to his rulings, 
and after some disagreement as to their na- 
ture and effect, the judge certified them. At 
the same time, however, he ordered the case 
to proceed regularly to trial, and it was 
to have come up in Fulton — superior 
court last Monday. In the meantime, how- 
ever, counsel for the railroad applied to the 
supreme court.for a writ of prohibition to 
prevent Judge Willis from proceeding with 
the case while there was pending an appeal 
which might entirely dispose of it.. The case 
was novel and the bearing of the argument 
on the prohibition was anticipated with much 
interest. The case came up in the 
supleme court yesterday. Chief Justice 
Jackson declined to sit in the matter, as he is 
a brother-in-law of Mr. John T. Grant, one of 
the lessees. Counsel for the road asked a full 
bench, and the case was finally set at the heel 
of the Macon cireuit, which will probably 
bring it up for argument about Friday of next 
week. Thestate is represented by Attorney 
General Anderson, Judge Lyon and Captain 
Henry Jackson. The railroad has for counsel

England and Egypt Quarreling Over the Way te Re- 
move the Late Rebel. 

Cairo, October 17.—Sir Edward Maler, an- 
nounces that the trial of Arabi Pasha and his 
associates will not proceed unless they are de-

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LIERUTENANT DANENHOWER'’S 
STORY OF THE SHIP. 


A Running Account of the Cruise From Leaving 
San Francisco Until the Sirking—Sighting 
Wrangell Land—The Proposed Pian to be 
Followed by the Board of Inquiry. 


W asuincton, October 17.—The examination 
of Lieutenant Danenhower was resumed be- 
fore the Jeannette board of inquiry this 
morning. An interesting feature of the pro- 
ceedings was the introduction in evidence of 
the log books and original muster rolls and 
charts in the cases which were carried by the 
DeLong party through their desperate 
and hopeless wanderings in_ Siberia. 
The papers all bore the marks of the severe 
usage to which they had been subjected, sev- 
eral being almost illegible. The original plans 
of the Jeannette before the alterations were 
made on her and plans showing the repairs 
and alterations made at the Mare Island navy 
yards, were put in evidenée and identified by 
Danenhower. 

Lieutenant Danenhower was asked to give 
the names, rank and grades of the ship's 
company, Which he did, referring to tae ship’s 
books to refresh his memory. He stated that 
the entire company on leaving San Francisco 
numbered 52; that the Chinaman, Ab Sing, 
was discharged at St. Michael, Alaska, and 
provided with passes back to San Francisco, 
andAlexey and another Indian were employed 
to accompany the expedition as hunters and 
dog drivers; that the company numbered 353, 
all told, when the Jeannette entered the Arc- 
tic ocean. 

Witness was then asked to give a running 
account of the cruise from the date of leaving 
San Francisco, July 8, 1879, until she sank, 
June 13, 1881, and began his narrative, using 
the ship's log for dates and to refresh his 
memory. Incidents of the voyage were 
brietly touched upon, and at 2:30 p.m., when 
the court adjourned for the day, Lieutenant 
Danenbower had reached that point in his 
narrative when at 11 p.m., August 30, 1879, 
the Jeannette entered the Arctic ocean and 
laid her course for the southeast cape of 
Wrangell Land, as then called. He will re- 
sume his story to-morrow morning. The pro- 
posed order of inquiry into the loss of the 
Jeannette is as follows: 

1. The condition of the vessel on her depar- 
ture from San Francisco. 

2, Her management up to the time of her 
destruction. 

3. Her loss. 

i. Provisions made and plans adopted for 
the several boats’ crewsupon their leaving 
the wreck. 

5. Efforts made by various officers to ensure 
the safety of the parties under their charge, 
and for the relief of other parties. 

6. General conduct and meri‘s of each and 
all the ofticersand men of the expedition. 

In the examination of Lt. Danenhower this 
afternoon he was questioned relative to the 
general management of the Jeannette after en- 
tering the Arctic ocean, and continuing his 
narrative he sketc hed the progress of the ship 
from day to day up to the close of the year 
1879.

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The Beautiful Domain of the Custis Family and the 
Home of General Lee. 

WAswInGTon, October 17.—Looking around 
as one stands upon the western steps 
of the capitol the eye rests upon many places, 
in the scene presented, which were made fa- 
mous by the war. One of the first objects to 
attract attention is the beautiful house of Ar- 
lington, with its lofty pillars and broad porti- 
co, standing well out upon the brow of the 
Virginia heights, the deeply shaded grove in 
the background brightening the effect of the 
bright cream color of the mansion. The style 
of the building is patterned after a temple in 
theancient city of Pwstum. It is of briek 
stuecoed, From 1802 it was 
the residence of George Wash- 
ington Parke Custis (he was never 
known to abbreviate it), the adopted son of 
General Washington, and in late years of 
General Robert E. Lee till 1861. Long years 
ago the estate of Arlington existed. a Jometa 
of some eleven hundred acres, purchased by 
John Parke Custis, son of General Washing- 
ton's wife by her first husband, from the 
Fairfaxes, and named after Lord Arlington. 
Custis claiming the rather questionable honor 
of remote connection with his lordship. The 
estace is part of what was known originally as 
the Howsen grant, made during the reign of 
Charles Il. Sir William Berkeley, governor 
of Virginia in October, 1669, granted to one 
Robert Howsen six thousand acres of land. 

John Parke Custis built the present man 
sion and lived init for several vears, being 
followed by his son, George Washington 
Parke Custis, whose proud boast was that he 
was a ‘“‘scion of Mount Vernon.’’ The view 
of Washington andthe Potomacfrom the 
residence is unsurpassed, resting, as it does, 
some twovor three hundred feet above the 
river. Inits halcyon days Arlington house 
was as popular a resort as was Mount Vernon 
during the life of Washington. “Thp last Mr. 
Custis was renowned for his “hospitality. 
What are now open tields from the river shore 
to the mansion were twenty-five years ago 
covered with noble old forest trees and at 
the water’s edge was a beautiful grove and a 
spring of fine water. So fond was Mr. Curtis 
of company, and particularly of young peo- 
ple, that about 1848, or a vear or two later, he 
erected here a spacious pavilion where parties 
were wont to trip the light fantastic toe, etc.

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BUCK’S MEETING. 


The Republicans at the City Hall Last Night~The 
Ohio Talker. 

The city court room at the city hall was 
well filled with quite apn audience, composed 
of blacks and whites,last night. The meeting 
was for the purpose of listen- 
ing to an address in behalf 
of Col A, E. Buck the nomieee of the republi- 
can party for congressman from this district. 

Gen. Lewis arose and called the meeting 
to order and provosed Mr. Jenkins as chair- 
man.

The only well de- 
fined remark the chairman made was: ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen, Iam a republican.’ The chairman 
closed by introducing Walter S. Thomas, of 
Ohio, as the orator of the evening. Thomas 
is a young mulatto of about twenty-five years 
of age, and talks in a -pleasant, easy 
style. His speech was loudly and frequently 
applauded. The speaker declared that he 
was here as acitizen of the Uuited Siates to 
bid the republicans of Georgia God speed in 
their political work. He said that he was nq 
at all chagrined at the recent defeat of 
party in Ohio, but on the contrary, was prou 
of the minority who fought corruption Th 
tribute he paid to the industry of Georgia ms 
apparent to him ashe came through the sta 
was quite acceptable to those present. Hed 
clared that when Georgia and Georgia polit 
cians permitted the vote to be counted as 
was deposited, northern capital would floos 
the land. He asserted that it was the reput 
lican party that with its blood saved th 
union in 1861, and declared that the vote 
should send to congress Colonel A. E. Buck,
